“The  United  States  Govern- 
ment seems  to  have  failed  de- 
liberately to  understand  the 
problems  of  the  Arab  people,” 
declared  Mr.  Aziz  S.  Sahwell, 
member  of  the  Arab  States  del- 
egation in  a speech  Monday  be-^ 
fore  the  International  Relations 
Club. 

Mr.  Sahwell,  who  is  now  on 
a speaking  tour,  stated  that  the 
most  important  thing  in  gaining 
better  relations  with  the  Arab 
countries  was  an  understanding 
between  the  western  powers  and 
the  Middle  East  countries. 
Criticizes  U.S.  Press 
! In  a statement  Sahwell  com- 
I mented  that  he  “did  not  see 
anything  important  in  the  E- 
gyptians  sending  troops  into  Sy- 
ria,” and  also  criticized  the  A- 
merican  press  for  stretching  its 
imagination  in  this  area  of  trou- 
ble. 

According  to  Sahwell,  when 
Egypt,  after  being  attacked  time 
and  time  again  by  Israel,  sought 
to  buy  arms  from  the  govern- 
ment, but,  he  said,  “the  U.S. 
would  sell  only  under  a mili- 
tary provision;  this  provision 
was  that  the  U.S.  would  be  al- 
lowed to  supervise  the  use  of 


such  arms.  It  was  only  after 
this  that  the  Egyptian  govern- 
ment sought  arms  from  the 
Communist  countries. 

Doesn’t  Understand 
“The  American  country  has 
been  trying  to  isolate  Egypt  ec- 
onomically and  militarily  in- 
stead of  trying  to  understand 
problem  at  hand.” 

Mr.  Sahwell,  who  was  born 
in  Palestine  and  educated  at  the 
Jerusalem  Law  School,  was  of 
the  opinion  that  there  was  a 
great  psychological  problem 
with  the  Jewish  -Arab  turmoil. 
“How  can  you  take  a people’s 
lands  and  homes  away  from 
them  after  they  have  inhabited 
the  area  for  more  than  2,000 
years  and  then  fail  to  under- 
stand why  there  would  be  dis- 
sension between  the  two  races.” 
Israel  Succeeds 
“Israel  has  managed  to  suc- 
ceed when  nine  million  Arabs 
did  not  want  it,”  he  further  sta- 
ted. 

The  Arab  states  extend  from 
Morocco  eastward  to  the  Per- 
sian Gulf. 

Mr.  Sahwell  will  soon  become 
the  new  Director  of  the  Arab 
Information  Center  in  San  Fran- 
cisco, Calif.

NOBODY  has  ever  mentioned 
going  home  since  we  started  to 
laugh  at  the  Asian  flu  bug  in- 
stead of  letting  him  get  the  best 
of  .-us.  A huge  banner  in  our  liv- 
ing room  proclaims  that  Harris 
Hall  is  “Asian  Flu  Headquart- 
ers.” 

Smaller  signs  stuck  over  the 
building  urge  people  to  join  the 
Asian  Flu  Club,  and  welcome 
them  into  the  realms  of  the 
germs. 

We  made  gum  drop  represent- 
ations of  a flu  bug  and  left  them 
with  a card  and  -a  poem  at  the 


doors  of  the  victims.  Each  of  the 
stricken  ones  now  has  a trophy 
for  her  experience. 

UNACCUSTOMED  as  I am  to 
being  a nurse,  either  practical 
or  impractical,  I have  found  my- 
self in  that  role  for  the  last  three 
weeks.  I can  be  seen  at  any  time 
of  the  day  or  night  with  my 
thermometer,  aspirins,  and  bot- 
tle of  alcohol  (rubbing,  that  is).

Then  they  take  a certain 
pride,  thinking  they  have  the 
highest  temperature  in  the 
building — which  is  a real  honor. 

Some  of  the  kids  are  smart 
and  stay  in  bed  until  they’re  bet- 
ter. I’m  so  proud  of  them  for 
flunking  their  classes  rather 
than  spreading  the  germ  to  oth- 
ers. Then  there  are  always  the 
flushed-faced,  droopy-eyed,  run- 
ny - nosed  and  raspy  - throated 
ones  who  croak,  “But  I feel  fine, 
and  mv  temperature  is  down  to

General  opening  of  Utah's 
1957  deer  shoot  will  get  under- 
way Saturday,  Oct  19. 

Hunting  fever  is  running  high 
.as  the  nimrod  clan  contemplate 
a day  in  the  mountains.  The  deer 
are  predicted  to  be  high,  in  the 
evergreen  and  aspen  country 
along  the  Wasatch  and.  Uinta 
mountain  ranges. 

A snowfall  during  the  next 
few  days  could  bring  the  wily 
buckskins  down  into  the  foot- 
hill cedar  and  sagebrush  flats. 
The  where-to-go  problem  is 
plaguing  many  Brigham  Young 
University  students,  while  others 
have  decided  on  nearby  hills. 
Some  of  the  accessible  areas  for 
those  who  can  get  away  for  one 
day  only  are;  Lost  Creek  sector 
north  of  Morgan.  Utah;  Wolf 
Creek  area  between  Kamas  and 
Hanna;  Vernon  region  west  of 
Utah  Lake;  and  the  criss-cross- 
ing canyons  from  Springville 
north  to  Logan 

Many  of  the  state’s  estimated 
140.000  hunting  enthusiasts  will 
be  heading  for  “buck  fever” 
country  Friday  to  set  up  camp. 
Others  will  drive  to  their  chosen 
_ site  Saturday  morning. 

Chains  and  shovels  are 
standard  equipment  for  the 
high  timber  lands.  Warm,  red 
clothing,  proper  ammunition 
and  general  safety  precautions 
are  additional  “musts"  for  the 
trip. 

Hunters  must  remember  to 
tag  their  deer  immediately  after 
the  kill,  or  risk  arrest  from  one 
of  various  wardens  patrolling 
the  autumn  back  country. 

Venison  seekers  have  a 70-80 
percent  chance  of  success  in 
Utah's  buck-doe  hunt.  Based  on 
statistics  of  past  years  this  fig- 
ure represents  one  of  the  highest 
annual  hunter-kill  ratios  in  the 
Western  states. 

With  Indian-summer  weather 
probably  throughout  most  of  the 
state  for  the  opener,  the  deer  are 
going  to  have  the  advantage. 

Hunters  who  wait  out  their 
deer  along  the  mountain  pass- 
es will  probably  fare  better 
than  those  who  “crackle" 
through  the  dry  leaves  and 
underbrush. 

Having  a keen  sense  of  smell 
but  limited  vision,  the  Mule  deer 
is  going  to  come  home  on  one’s 
fender  only  if  one’s  strategy  is 
keener  than  his.
